A few days before Christmas the co­ 
op creamery at Enid. Oklahoma plac­ 
ed in the 
mail patronage dividend 
checks to the amount of $27,457. 
Every patron of the corop got. it 
cheek made out at the rate of 2 cents 
for every pound of butterfat delivered 
by him to the creamery during Rifts. 
In amount, these checks ranged from 
a few dollars each up to $208.00. 
In every sense these were dividend 
cheeks, because already patrons of the 
co-op hail 
received the top 
market 
price for butterfat. Exactly what they 
received is shown in the table below. 
Before going ahead to 
tell 
more 
about this highly successful co-op, Jet 
us tilke ii look at that table. Study it 
closely. There’s a lot of meat iii it. 
In tin* first column is given the 
price paid to patrons 
for butterfat. 
'I liis co-op pays iii the cml of each 15- 
day period. The two payments were 
averaged to get the prices shown.

tin* 2-eent patronage dividend psiid in 
December.

Any creamery making that volume 
of butter has the opportunity to. oper­ 
ate at low cost of production. 
The Enid co-op took rn I vantage of 
that opportunity. As a result its books 
show that it operated throughout the 
year at a little less ban 2 1-2 cents 
per pound for every pound of butter 
made and shipped. 
That 
cost

includes 
every expense whatsoever—taxes, in­ 
surance, labor, supplies, depreciation, 
plant 
upkeep,

every other cost. That cost is about 
as low as creamery operation 
ever 
gets. 1’v.e heard of creameries operat­ 
ing <tt a cost of 2 cents per pound but 
I ve never seen 
set of figures to 
prove it. 
But mere volume of itself does not 
assure low cost of op**ration. To pull 
down the cost and hold it down re- 


I quires careful management of many 
kinds. The creamery plant must be 


i built for efficient operation, and it 
I must have a group of employes who 
believe in the principle of co-opera­ 
tion and are devoted to the coop for 
which they work. 
The co op at Enid has such an or­ 
ganization. This co-op is fortunate in 
having a I iou rd of directors keenly in­ 
terested in the affairs of the associa­ 
tion. They work at the job of tieing 
directors. Each month ti report from 
the auditor is laid before them. They 
know at till times exactly what the 
creamery is doing. 
As a result of the businesslike ad­ 
ministration on the part of the direc­ 
tors. this co-op has ti loyal member­ 
ship. This combination of a loyal mein- 
'bership is ti working board of direc­ 
tors and a highly competent manager 
is til** foundation on which tile success 
of this creamery is built. 
But it wasn't easy in the beginning.

Dividends are paid to all patrons, not 
merely to a favored few stockholders. 
Only that association which operates 
in such manner deserves to make use 
of the word, “co-operative.” 
Had those producers of 
butterfat 
who sold iii card prices belonged to 
such co-ops they would have received 


IT jut cent more for their cream than 
they did receive, or 4 cents per pound. 
This 
additional 
increase 
would 
have amounted to $8 on a cow produc­ 
ing 200 pounds of butterfat. To the 
farmer milking five 200-pound cows, 
if would have meant tin increase of 
$40. On .ill butterfat produced in Ok­ 
lahoma in 1088, estimated tit OO,OOO,- 
OOO pounds, it would have amounted to 
$2,400,000. 
Such tm increase is not confined to 
one year only. The well organized and 
efficiently managed co-operative goes 
right ahead making profits for mem­ 
bers year after year. 
'Hie success of the Enid co-op proves 
that the principle of co-operation is 
just tis sound as ever. It stands ready 
to serve farmers in many capacities 
just tis soon as farmers build up co- 
o]K*ratives of adequate capital stock 
with 
informed,
